AIM OF NAZI DRUE 

Dr. Walsh of Georgetown Says 
He Heard Hitler Plan to 
Restore Holy Roman Empire 


TELLS OF MUNICH BOARD 


Geo-Politik Institute Shapes 
German Policies, He Says—« 
War Compared to Chess

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10— 1 The 
German war aims were outlined to- 
night as a re-establishment of the 
Holy Roman Empire by Dr. Ed¬ 
mund A. Walsh, regent of the For¬ 
eign Service School of Georgetown 
University, before a capacity au¬ 
dience in Memorial Continental 
Hall in the first lecture of his an¬ 
nual series. Dr. Walsh said that ha 
had heard Adolf Hitler say that the 

Holy Roman Empire, which was a 
Germanic empire, must be re-estab¬ 
lished. 

4 ‘There exists in Munich/' he said, 
"where it has been functioning for 
many years, a so-called Geopolitical 
Institute. It is the headquarters of 
that composite branch of science 
which the Germans call geo-politik, 
to describe the double element of 
geography and political science 
contained therein. 

"Economic, political and military 
factors are no longer considered as 
the basis of a realistic foreign pol¬ 
icy, as hitherto conceived by boards 
of strategy," Dr. Walsh continued. 
"The social and human composition 
of all sovereign nations now domi¬ 
nate the new concept of the diplo¬ 
matic as well as the military objec¬ 
tives of the German State. 

"Hundreds of very competent, if 
very fanatical, experts are work¬ 
ing there in their various special¬ 
ties under the leadership and di¬ 
rection of a certain General Karl 
Haushofer, who is the master mind 
and chief adviser of Hitler and at 
the same time the controlling pow¬ 
er over Reich diplomacy and for¬ 
eign relations. There is the true 
Nazi brain trust." 

Just as the theoreticians of Marx¬ 
ist communism have formulated a 
policy to be accepted and followed 
by the Soviet State, so the Haus¬ 
hofer associates have formulated 
the ideology controlling the Nazi 
government, he said. 

Basic and inherent to Marxism la 
class warfare, the ultimate exter¬ 
mination of the bourgeoisie and the 
political supremacy of the prole¬ 
tariat, not only in Russia but 
throughout the world. Basic and in¬ 
herent to the Nazi philosophy is 
the conviction of a similar destiny 
for the Germanic races, he went on. 

Haushofer and his school, he ex¬ 
plained, expect the present Euro¬ 
pean war to end with the collapse 
of the Anglo-Saxons as a world 
power, to be followed by the unifi¬ 
cation of the Continent under Ger¬ 
man control. 

"The partition of Poland, then, 
and the assault on Finland are bu4 
so many incidental but predeter¬ 
mined moves on the vast checker* 
board of internationaTpoIitics," Dr. 
Walsh said. "Austria was the bish¬ 
op taken by Germany, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia was the castle taken by Ger¬ 
many, Poland was the queen taken 
by Germany. Latvia, Lithuania and 
Estonia were the pawns taken by 
Russia. And Finland is the knight, 
the lone, last sentinel at freedom’s 
gate, still holding the pass against 
the Russian bear. 

"It is not surprising, then, that 
American diplomacy now finds it¬ 
self face to face with the most stu¬ 
pendous challenge since Benjamin 
Franklin faced the British House 
of Commons in 1788 and laid the 
foundations of American diplo¬ 
macy." 
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
